Claims 1-6, 9 and 10 lack novelty in the light of 
document 1 cited in the international search report. 
Document 1 discloses a water-soluble film with superior 
low- temperature solubility, which comprises a modified 
polyvinyl alcohol that has anionic groups and a polyvinyl 
alcohol that has a saponification level of 70-99mol%. In 
addition, document 1 (example 1) discloses a film formed 
from a composition comprising a mixture of 35 parts of a 
modified polyvinyl alcohol, which has a saponification 
level of 96.3mol%, and 65 parts of a polyvinyl alcohol, 
which has a saponification level of 71.1mol%, and 
indicates that in terms of the rate of dissolution in 
water, mechanical strength, alkali-resistance, hygroscopy 
and crack resistance, this film has characteristics that 
make it suitable as a material to encapsulate chemical 
.products . 

Document 1 does not make any disclosures in relation 
to the storage elastic modulus of the film, however the 
configuration disclosed in document 1, wherein a film is 
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produced from a resin composition comprising two or more 
types of PVA resin that have different levels of 
saponification, is the same as one of the methods set 
forth in the description of this application for producing 
a film that exhibits the storage elastic modulus 
characteristic set forth in claim 1, and, like the 
invention set forth in this application, the obtained film 
is suitable for use in encapsulating chemical products. 
Therefore, it is inferred that the film disclosed in 
document 1 and the film that is the invention set forth in 
claims 1-10 of this application are the same. 

Claims 7 and 8 do not involve an inventive step in • 
the light of document 1 and document 2 cited in the 
international search report. Document 2 discloses the 
feature of mixing a plasticizer and a filling agent into 
the resin composition that constitutes a water-soluble PVA 
film. 
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
